A. Beasley and Wil­ 
liam King dissenting, the Plan­ 
ners voted to take no further 
action on the zoning until 
these conditions are met.

Carl Melzler, 3920 W. 182nd 
St., .said the land now was un­ 
sightly and junky and asked 
that it be cleaned up. The com­ 
mission agreed with him. G. 
Mann sought C-3 zoning for 
the land instead of C-2. 

Request Hit
Several nearby residents ap­ 

peared to hit the request of 
George J. Rosenblatt, Los An­ 
geles, for a variance to build 
an six-unit apartment house 
and garages at the end of Font- 
hill Ave., just north of 190th 
St.

Objecting to increased traf­ 
fic and apa^,ments were 
Dwayne Mowry,. E. E. Carl- 
strom, E. E. Brown, James 

 Fathcart, Shirley Whalen, and 
J. E. Gaines. It was indicated 
that the entrance to the apart­ 
ments would be on 190th St., 
not Fonthill.

Planners agreed to hold the 
matter over two weeks to al­ 
low Rosenblatt to hold meet­ 
ings with the residents to see 
if agreement could be reached. 

Action Delayed
In other action, the commis­ 

sion held over for 30 days a 
proposed zone change for 
apartment zoning on property 
south of Carson St. between 
Madrona and Maple. Also pro­ 
posed is commercial zone 
along the east side of Madrona 
Ave. between Carson and Mon- 
terey and duplex zoning for 
the southeast corner of Carson 
and Maple.

ordinances on M-l zoning, non- 
conforming uses, variances, 
and rezoning of property be­ 
fore subdivisions are built. 
Also getting a green light was 
an ordinance prohibiting any 
new "grass root" within 300 
feet on the center line of Haw­ 
thorne Ave., between Del Amo 
Blvd. and 230th St

After some discussion, it 
was decided that $15 was a fair 
fee for waiver applications be­ 
cause of the work involved.
